TRUSTS AND TUB TARIFF. 
Truly, the free traders have most win­ 
cing ways to make people hate them. 
Tcey are, says the New York Tribune 
persistently affirming that protectionists 
naturally delight in trusts and other com­ 
binations to fleece the publto, but are 
moved to denounce them only because 
convinced that they tend to render the 
protective system unpopular. This is 
of ooorse, an indecent slander, for pro­ 
tectionists, at least as ardently as any 
other citizens, desire the welfare of the 
community, and are more willing than 
others to make some personal sacrifices 
in order to secure permanent benefits for 
all consumers. They believe that pro­ 
tection does enoourege the development 
of home industry, and consequently in­ 
creased comppetition among home pro­ 
ducers, 
and 
therefore 
surer 
and 
more lasting benefits to consumers than 
oan by any other mode be secured. 
The free trader does not believe this, and 
has a right to his delusions. But he has 
po right to falsify the record by pretend­ 
ing or implying that protectionists, who 
ooosent to sacrifices for the public good 
do not desire (hat end as much as free 
traders, who selfishly refuse to make 
temporary personal saarifices for lasting 
public benefits. 
The sincere advocate of protection is 
one who honestly believes that the high­ 
est advantages in the end for all the 
people of the country are to be attained 
by duties which develop home produc­ 
tion and competition. 
Tile free trader 
oan only discredit himself by denying 
to his opponents honesty of belief or 
sincerity of purpose on this point. But 
it necessarily follows, from the root idea 
and controlling aims of the protectionist, 
that he must be uncompromisingly hee* 
tile to any and every process by wbieh 
home production is checked to the dis­ 
advantage of consumers, or home eom- 
peti'icn restricted for the purpose of 
plundering them. 
He could not be a 
genuine protectionist if he were not 
zealous to see home production devel­ 
oped and home competition increased, 
so that the objects of protection may be 
most fully aud speedily attained. Even 
a temporary agreement to restrict pro­ 
duction, because of en actual deficiency 
of demand, he naturally views with dis­ 
trust because, first of all.it cuts down 
the demand for American labor and 
tends to depress wages, and second, it is 
exceedingly apt to be prolonged and ex­ 
tended as a means of exorting from con­ 
sumers unnatural prices; 
No other attitude of mind for the pro­ 
tectionist is logical, or consistent with his 
zeal for the welfare of the peop'e or the 
uplifting of labor. It is therefore a most 
unjust perversion to represent bim as 
the friend or ally of com hmations which 
have 
no other object than to de­ 
feat the ruling aims of his economic 
philosophy. The slander is only a little 
more dishonest when the trust or com­ 
bination in juestion is notoriously made 
up of persons who are hostile to protec­ 
tion, who owe no advantage to the pro­ 
tective policy, aud who me the money 
and influence tkey possess to defeat that 
policy. TheJtrustB which have been 
aided by protective duties, if any such 
exists, do injure the cause in the public 
estimation, and th it is au ai titian ii and 
honorable reascn for opposing them, bu* 
no such additional reason is needed. 
They kindle public indignation against 
the men who abnee opportunities grant 
ed for the public bent fit and drive to 
tarn them into instruments of private 
greed. But sincere protectionists re­ 
quire to 
such stimulus 
to oppofe 
metbtds winch have no other object 
than the practical defeat cf their aim 
and principles.

Pacific road in Dakota and extending into 
the southern tiers of counties in this State. 
The greatest damage has not been caused 
by the wind alone, but in many places 
fires, fanned into fury by the storms, have

villages and hundreds of farmers’ houses. 
The towns almost completely destroyed 
are

VOlin every house in the place except three 
is demolished, and IOO people are without 
homes to-night 
Lesterville was flattened 
to the ground and twenty families are 
■without a roof. 
A terrible gale of wind 
struck Mount Vernon and fire started from 
a small house that was blown over early 
last night 
No human power could stop 
the flames, and in an hour the business 
portion of the place was one great raging 
fire. 
Nearly 200 families are homeless and 
the loss will foot up $300,000. 
It is re­ 
ported that several persons lost their lives 
in this fire, but no confirmation has yet 
been received. 
Four large elevators and 
the Milwaukee 
depot were destroyed. 
A report from Gary says the sun was 
almost totally obscured and the supersti­ 
tious, thought the end of the world had 
conv^ 
Farmhouses and barns were swept 
away and 
and cattle were burned to 
death by scores. 
Near Milbank fifty head 
of live stock are reported lost, and the fire 
has swept over twenty miles of the coun­ 
try, causing immense loss.

enough to keep the fire burning fiercely, 
and further heavy losses are almost cer- 
. tain.

PECULIAR EASTER 
SUNDAY CUSTOMS IN 


ENGLAND. 
A peculiar Easter Sunday custom is 
still in vogue in some of the northern 
counties in England. On that day th e 1 
men parade the streets with the privilege 
of “lifting'’ every woman they meet three 
times from the ground, and demanding 
in payment either a kiss or a sixpence. 
On Easter Monday the tables are turned, 
the women beiDg entitled to the chance 
of recovering their kisses or sixpences as 
the case may be. 
Chambers’ Book of Days thus alludes 
to this custom of lifting: In Lancashire, 
and in Cheshire, 
Staffordshire, and 
Warwickshire, and 
perhaps in other 
oounties, 
the 
ridulous 
custom 
of 
’Lifting’ 
or 
‘heaving’ 
ie prac­ 
ticed. On Easter Monday the men lift 
the women, and on Easter Tuesday the 
women lift, or heave, the men. 
The 
process is performed by two lusty men 
cr women joining their hands across 
each other's wrists; then, making the 
person to be heaved sit down on their 
arms, they lift up aloft two or three 
times, and often oarry him several yards 
along the street. A grave clergyman who 
happened to be passing through a town 
in Lancashire on an Easter Tuesday,, and

Is there'saoh a cus­ 
tom here?’

After a little farther 
parley, the reverend traveler oompro 
mised with his fair visitors for halts 
crown and thus escaped the dreaded 
compliment.”—April Table Talk.

It ie a remark often heard that Janes­ 
ville is not a reading oity, and that all 
the reading that is done here is of light 
fiction. Janesville is a business and 
manufacturing town, and it may bs true 
that many of our people who work long 
hours, think, that after their day’s work 
is over, if they read the daily paper that is 
all the reading they can do. But one 
need only to note the reports of the con­ 
stantly increasing demands on the pub­ 
lic library, to be convinced that many rf 
our people are readers. Nearly two 
thousand books are drawn from I the li­ 
brary [every month; and the reading 
rooms of that institution are fall of earn­ 
est readers, especially young men, every 
afternoon and evening. The various 
Sunday school libraries of the city are 
furnishing many books of good charac­ 
ter, especially to our young readers. The 
large number of private libraries in the 
city, many of them composed of the very 
best ct books, are constantly in use. 
What is the character of these books 
whioh Jane6villians are reading? Are 
they all light fiction, or do our people 
look for something better ? Let us com­ 
pare our alleged degradation, in this 
respect, with some one else. Madison is 
held up to us as a thoughtful, studious 
city, and surely if the books drawn from 
our publio library compare favorably 
with what the Madison people draw 
from tneirs, we are not such frivolous 
readers sh we feared. By comparing the 
reports of both lioraries for the last 
month, as published in the Madison and 
Janesville paper*, and we re soh a fair 
estimate of what is the demand for the 
various cit sees of books in the two cities 
Such a comparison shows, that the 
percentage 
of 
books 
on 
Pol­ 
itics, Art, Science, Biography, Travels* 
Religion, History, Sociology, Literature, 
and other standard works, drawn from 
the two libraries during the same time, 
does not materially differ, exoept as to 
works on History, where Madison leads 
us by a few points. 
If our comparison 
shewed any marked difference, we might 
expect to find it in the number of works 
of fiction. Bat here again, there is only

Ram uric a b le Specim en of rn L lllputlon 
Tribe la Central A m erica. 
A specimen of a living race of d warfa 
who dwell in the mountainous district in 
Guatamala, Central America, has been 
brought to New Y"ork,'not for exhibition 
but as 
an ethnological curiosity for 
scientific men to examine. 
The dwarf, 
saya the Sun, is 3 feet Bi inches height, 
by actual measurement, but a remarkable 
looking 
specimen 
of 
humanity he 
was. 
His head measured 26j- inches 
In circumference and an American hat, 
size 84, could be barely forced upon his 
head. 
A thick mass of long, straight black 
hair covered his head in a thick shock 
and hung down almost to his neck. 
His 
skin was of a deep copper color and his 
features flat, like those of a negro race. 
But he had not the expression of a negro 
nor the color. He was undoubtedly of 
Indian extraction. But such an enor­ 
mous though not illy proportioned head 
set upon so diminutive a body, made 
a strange contrast, and his little arms, 
short legs, and body added further to his 
peculiar looks. Tho 
Indian, or what­ 
ever he might be called, is a powerful 
built man, Avhen his size Is taken {into 
consideration, in fact, is averrable little 
Hercules. 
His feet are five inches in length from 
heel to toe and his fingers measure from 
two inches to two and a half inches in 
length. His greatest peculiarity, how­ 
ever, is in his face. His eyes are so wide­ 
ly separated as to leave room for the eye­ 
brows to grow down on each side of the 
bridge of the nose and still leave a space 
between them and the corners of the eyes. 
He is 42 years of age and is a priest in 
his tribe. 
In speaking of the strange dwarf Senor 
Arteaga told the reporter that during a 
fourteen years’ sojourn in Central Amer­ 
ica and Guatemala he had heard of these 
littlo people aud determined on his leav 
ing tho country to get a specimen and 
bring him to New York for the scientists 
to sec. He journeyed to the mountain 
home of the tribe of dwarfs, and after 
much bargaining secured the man he now 
has with him. He says the only other 
representative of the race ever seen by 
white men was a brother of the man he 
now has, who was brought to New York 
many years ago, but who died soon after 
landing here. Senor Ateaga’s description 
of the mode of life of these little people 
is very interesting. They are semi-civi 
lized and all speak Spanish, which is the 
lauguagc of the country. 
From the time of Herodotus a race of 
dwarfs has been said to exist, and this 
seems now to be proved. Only a few years 
ago Du Chaillu, the African explorer, 
found a similar race in Central Africa, 
and within the last week a race of cliff- 
dwellers has been discovered in Arizona. 
They are also dwarfs. 
Senor Arteaua’s 
discovery adds to the proof that races of 
small people do exist, and he has a living 
proof of it at his house.
